It's been but a ahort time since Russia 
returned U> the United Nations. Yet already 
delegates loolc fondly back upon the recent 
happy past, when the U. N. rolled Bmoothly 
Jorward without rrustratlna delay Tor the 
Ilrst time In IM life, 

That hopeful Interlude ended the moment 
Jakob Malik, the Soviet representative, re- 
flumcd his ficat on the U. N. security counc 1. 
Now the world again Is watching a dlshenrl- 
enlDE spectacle; Russia's customary errort 
to twLst the U. N. Into a vehicle for Its own 
propaganda. . . 

To bo sure, this attempt can't succeed to- 
day In the degree It. once did,, ThanKa to 
Russia's absence In the critical early phase 
of the Korean war. the U, N. Is at la strong- 
est. And It win stoutly resist any tactics con^ 
celvcd to reduce it once more to Impotence. 

Malik's opening maneuvers are pretty 
transparent. His bid to achieve ouster ol 
nationalist China and the seating of rod 
China in.'itead is almost certainly a diver- 
alon. The Ru.Mlans know before Malik re- 
turned that only a small handful of nations 
are In a mood to discuss thU issue so long as 
war rages in Korea. 

Furthermore, Malik didn't even make the 
good fight lor that objective. When the 
council overthrew his ruling that nationalist 
China would no longer be recognized, thr 
Russian dubbed the procedure "illegal" bu 
resorted to no further tricks. He continues 
to argue the point, but it's a sham battle, 

Russia's real aim in returning Is to drape 
herself In the robes of "pettcemaker" In Ko-; 
rea She wants to make her agBcesslon In 
" Korea palatable.'lf possible, to other Asiatics 
who may now strangely entertain """" 
doubts as to her friendly Intentions. 

To accomplish this, Malik Is (ailing back 
on that tiresome, threadbare totalitarian de- 
Tio« of accuaing Russia's opponents of the 
wry things ahe herself la guilty of. Bo it's 
the United States, not the Soviet union, 
which is the aggressor. More than that, says 
Malilc, we have imperialistic designs on other 
Ailatlc lands, including the Pilllpplnw 
(Whoso freedom ite energetically promoted). 
Led by "cruel, brutal mil lion aires," the U. S, 
Is out to enslave Korea and dominate the far 
east. 

So goes the fantasy. While thundering this 
- ■ upside-down version of -the facts, Malik, with- 
out reddening In shame, dares to declare that 
■ Russia desires a "peaceful settlement" of the" 
Korean question, 

■ It should be abundantly clear to all that 
the Soviet union has no thought ot discussing 
peace In realistic terms. Nor can she Imagine 
that the U. N. would accept HEE terms, which

UWT LEGISLATION 

With a White House endorsement expected 
soon, the heat will bo on again to get a uni- 
versal military training bill through congress. 
As the plan stands now, t^e Idea wJU be to 
give about 800,000 18-year-old boys six 
months ol basic miUtftryaraliilng.miislitC-tho. 
armed services, then another six months ol 
Inactive training. 

Cost of this whole program has been 
tlmated at about $1,600,000,000 a year. Pro- 
ponents ol universal military training add 
that this Is equal to oiie week's cost of the 
last shooting war. Since UMT is presented 
as a great national defense measure, to- speed 
up mobilization, the argument is that It 
would be a good buy. It not an actual eco- 
nomy.
